This Is not the old Hitler, not the Hiller 
who rode Into Vienna 21 m onths ag o, not the 
Hitler who "rescued" the Sudeten German* 
and afterward “swallowed” the Czech* he 
vowed and declared he newer wanted, not the 
Hitler who went to Danzig and welcomed her 
dttaens bade home to the Reich, not the 
Hitler who fl gui a li ve l y meant to “wipe the 
fl oor” with Britain and France 

This Hitler of the New Year message 
must be another Hitler altogether. This one 
speak* of the Almlghty-aa did another Ger¬ 
man who clamored for a “place In the aun” 
Instead of the simpler I^bensraum. How* 
doe* the Nazi suppliant's attitude square 
with an antl-Chriit philosophy? And how Is 
he going to explain It to hi* friend Joaef 
Stalin? Here la one of the brutalltarian pair 
who makes no bones about hli ability to run 
hi* own affairs without spiritual guidance. 
The fact that he la having a tough Job In Fin¬ 
land Is beside the point He la anti-every¬

Vanoe testified the'windows of 
his car had been closed and were 
steamed, making vision poor. He 
said the weather was dear and 
somewhat cold. 

He admitted he had been drink¬ 
ing but said he was not drunk 
when the accident occurred. He 
said that he was not going over 
35 miles an hour and he did not 
see the Chinese. He felt the Im 
pact and, realizing that some¬ 
thing wax wrong, stopped the car 
and stepped out.
